RUSSIAN AID IN U. S. SHIPS 
It is no sec ret that Soviet Russia 
is aiding her fellow-communists 
in North Vietnam by shipping in 
armaments and supplies. 
The 
extent of military aid from Russia 


since 
August 
1953 has been 
estimated at $510 million. 
What most Americans almost 
certainly do not know is that some 
of the supplies have been carried 
In ships legally owned by the 
United States. 
Attention was 
called to this fact recently by 
U. S. Senator Clifford Hansen of 
Wyoming senator Hansen labeled 
the 
situation 
"startling and 
shocking." 
Few will disagree. 
"Russia is aiding the North 
Vietnamese," the Senator said, 
“ and she is doing it with ships 
designed and manufactured by 
American men and women, loaned 
to Russia in wartime to the end of 
achieving peace, and now as in the 
past 
used 
by 
the 
Russian 
government to deliver material 
for 
the 
purpose 
of killing 
American boys." 
Among the lend-leased equip­ 
ment sent to Russia from the 
United States during World War 
n were 84 merchant ships and 
48 miscellaneous Army and Navy 
watercraft. 
The 
lend-lease 
agreement provided that at the 
end of the war all defense articles 
sent to Russia that had not been 
destroyed or consumed would be 
returned 10 the U. S. But Russia 
has refused to return them and 
refused to pay for them. 
That is how it happens that our 
own ships are being used for 
shipments 
to the 
communist 
aggressors in Vietnam. 
They 
were used in Korea against 
American troops fighting there 
in 1950-53. 
They were used by 
the Russians in Cuba in 1961-62. 
Always against our interests.

There was a 
substantial de­ 
crease in the number of Mis­ 
souri traffic 
deaths in July, as 
compared to the corresponding 
month last 
year. 
The Mis­ 
souri State Highway Patrol re­ 
ports that 118 persons lost their 
lives on the State’s streets and 
highways last month. In July of 
1966, 143 persons were killed 
in traffic crashes. 
A study of last month’s traf­ 
fic fatalities by the 
Patrol 
showed that one 
hundred of 
the deaths last 
month were 
in rural traffic and the remainder 
in urban areas. Five were pe­ 
destrians. 
The 
most deadly 
day of last month was Friday, 
July 21. On that day nine per­ 
sons were 
killed 
in Missouri 
traffic. The State experienced 
oily two days during the month of 
July without a recorded traf­ 
fic death. 
Weekends were a time for 
nearly half of the total Mis­ 
souri traffic 
fatalities 
last 
month. Forty-nine persons were 
killed during the five weekends 
of July. 
The study also showed that 
there were 16 multiple - death 
accidents that took the lives 
of 37 persons. 
The 
Patrol stated that late 
deaths resulting from injuries 
received in traffic accidents last 
month would 
be added to the 
July totality toll. 
Colonel E. I. (Mike) Hockaday, 
the Superintendent of the High- 


way Patrol, commenting on the 
study said, "Although there was 
a decrease in the number of 
Missouri traffic deaths In July, 
as compared 
to the corres­ 
ponding month last year, it be­ 
hooves 
everyone 
not to be­ 
come 
complacent 
concerning 
the traffic toll. 
Many of the 
total 
accidents 
last

could have been avoided if the 
drivers involved would have been 
more alert and defensive

He is unique because, though a 
friend of President De Gaulle's 
and though he served five years 
as a member of the French cab­ 
inet, he had the courage to order 
his U. N. ambassador to vote 
with the United States and against 
De Gaulle during the recent 
showdown over the Near East. 
He is also unique because, while 
surrounded with pro-Com munist 
neighbors, he has stood firmly 
for the free enterprise system. 
Finally, President Houphouet- 
Boigny’s 
visit 
is 
important 
because at a time of Negro unrest 
in our big cities, when some 
American Negroes are looking to 
Africa for leadership, the Ivory 
Coast's experience with Chinese 
Communist activities is most 
revealing. 
I visited the President of the 
Ivory Coast two years ago, 
lunched with him at his summer 
home, and we talked at length 
regarding the problems of the 
United States 
and 
Africa. 
Flanking the double doors of his 
living room were two of 
the 
largest elephant tusks I have 
ever seen, and in the outer hall 
was a small golden elephant. 
“ President Johnson wouldn’t 
approve of that," 
remarked 
President 
Houphouet - Boigny, 
"but tell him we will soon acquire 
a donkey." 
FRANCE VS. RED CHINA 
The President of the Ivory Coast 
is a Negro of quiet dignity, who 
was taken to Paris as a small 
boy, educated in French schools 
and 
universities, obtained a 
doctor’s degree, and for many 
years practiced medicine. 
He 
explained how the 
new 
Republics of West Africa were 
being pulled 
in two different 
directions: 1, 
Toward France, 
with which they have cultural 
and economic ties; 2, Toward Red 
China, which is staging a political 
and propaganda drive to take them 
over. 


To the east of the Ivory Coast 
is Ghana, which at the time I was 
in Africa was virtually a satellite 
of Red China under the totalitar­ 
ian rule of Nkrumah. 
Some 
months later, while Mkrumah was 
in Peking, his people kicked him 
out and established a new pro­ 
west 
government, 
leaving 
Nkrumah to take refuge in Guinea 
to the west of the Ivory Coast. 
President Sekou Toure of Guinea 
once used as many as 1,200 
Communist advisers, and in 1965 
got a promise from Moscow to 
build a huge hydroelectric dam 
on the Kondure River. Generally 
speaking, President Sekou Tour^ 
follows the Chinese rather than 
the Russian line of Communism, 
believing in violent revolution. 
He has been preaching this to 
some of the young American 
Negroes who have gone to see 
him. 
These include John Lewis of 
SNCC, James Farmer of CORE, 
and Stokely Carmichael, former 
SNCC head, who while in Cuba 
recently urged Negro guerrilla 
war in the big U. S. cities. 
Carmichael brought back from 
Guinea a long white flowing robe, 
the gift of President Sekou Toure, 
which 
he 
displays 
proudly. 
U.S. NEGROES TURN 
TO AFRICA 
These are days when young 
American Negroes are turning 
more 
and 
more to Africa. 
Hair-straighteners are out; kinky 
hair is in. 
African robes are 
worn at black power rallies. 
So far the African influence has 
taken the anti-American, pro- 
Chinese line. 
But it could take 
the pro-American line of men like 
President Houphouet-Boigny of 
the Ivory Coast. 
"China Is out to take over the 
world," Houphouet-Boigny told 
me. 
"In Africa the Chinese are 
teaching hatred, dissension and 
assassination. 
"Africans are taught to murder 
men whose eyes are open to the 
Chinese danger, so they can be 
replaced with servile men who 
would open the doors of Africa 
to China. 
"Wherever the Chinese go you 


find trouble," said the President 
of the Ivorv Coast, "whether it 
be Guinea, Uganda, 
Somalia 
or Cuba. Don’t let them influence 
your people in Harlem. 
Mao 
Tse-tung doesn't have time to 
wait. 
Time is working on the 
side of the Russians. 
But not 
the Chinese. 
They are looking

growth 
and continued 
rain following 
the cool spell 
almost produced a crop failure. 
More recently, three weeks 
of 
warm, dry weather, saved the 
crop, which is short. 
Prices range from 50 cents to 
$1.25. 
The James brothers produce 


four varieties with emphasis on 
Blackstone, 
a 
small 
melon 
averaging about 25 pounds each, 
the Garrisonian, Charleston Gray 
and the Yellow Me < . tveraging 
30-35 pounds. 
They have 35 acres planted in 
melons, and five acres to canta­ 
loupes. 
Cantaloupes 
also 
are 
of 
excellent quality. Rain caused 
many of them to break open and 
rot before they ripened. 
Don Beggs and associates, his 
father, W. A. Beggs, 
and 
a 
brother, Gary Beggs, 
have 55 
acres in melons and 10 acres 
of cantaloupes, on the Lenore 
Galeener ferm, west of Blodgett. 
They specialize in 
a 
new 


variety known as the Jubilee, 
averaging 30-35 pounds, and the 
Charleston Gray

Viet Youths Forsake Riots 
For Positive Political Work

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Many young men and women in South Vietnam have of 
late decided that parades, protest marches and demonstra­ 
tions aren’t the most effective way to get better government. 
Groups representing thousands of young people met re­ 
cently in Saigon and decided ‘ it is no longer useful for the 
youth of Vietnam to take to the streets to shout cheers or 
boos or to foster ineffective criticism." 
Instead, these youth decided to get into the coming presi­ 
dential and legislative political campaigns. 
Teams of these young people will go to the thousands of 
South Vietnam's hamlets to explain the election laws. They’ll 
explain to people exactly how the polls work. They’ll aim to 
stir discussions that will get people to the polls. They’ll make 
certain that the people know their voting rights and that all 
candidates' rights are not shaded. 
Youth units in each province will arrange for candidate 
debates so that the villagers will hear “both sides 
of the 
issues. 
In the weeks before the election, youth “watchdog 
teams 
will try to discover and expose any shady deals or “undue 
pressure" tactics carried out to influence the voters. 
On election day. these same watchdog teams will check 
the polls to make certain the men running the voting places 
do an honest job. 
This movement is likely to set off some fireworks if there 
are generals unwilling to accept the results of the elections. 
If some generals attempt to nullify the elections and at­ 
tempt to take over illegally the powers of the men elected 
to the presidency and the South Vietnam legislature, it is 
unlikely that the young people who will have pushed so hard 
for honest and open elections would stand still. A continued 
rule by a military junta would thus meet opposition among 
these organized yonths. 
The ability and willingness of young Vietnamese to stand 
up against pressure showed up in the meetings of the as­ 
semblymen elected to write South Vietnam’s new consti­ 
tution. On a num ber of occasions, these assemblymen dis­ 
agreed with views of the military junta. On these occasions, 
the assemblymen did not bow to the military’s wishes. They 
stood firm and achieved their objectives. One can quarrel 
with parts of the new constitution, but it was not written by 
the military. 
What will happen if there is a clash between the military 
junta and the youth groups is certainly not clear today. But 
one thing is certain. Great numbers of the young people of 
South Vietnam have decided that protest marches and street 
riots are not the answer to Vietnam’s problems. 
They’ve decided, instead, that what’s needed is for them, 
the youth, to become workers in a positive program to get 
better elections and better government. They're going to take 
part in the tough, monotonous, undramatic tasks of precinct 
work and getting out the vote. This isn’t going to get them 
the headlines or television coverage that a riot or sit-in 
would provide 
It’s a very healthy sign.

About Our Schools 
By Lynn Twitty 


The Missouri General Assem­ 
bly, 
during 
the 
session just 
completed, 
passed 
legislation 
providing financial support 
for 
kindergarten programs, on the 
same basis as has been provided 
for grades one through twelve. 
However, as kindergarten chil­ 
dren attend only one-half day 
sessions, only one-half of the 
amount of state aid provided for 
a full-day student, is paid to the 
school operating the program. 
As a basis for computing the 
cost of a kindergarten program 
for our schools, we estimate 
that we would probably enroll 
about 320 children. 
The total 
cost of this Droeram is esti­ 
mated to be about $65,000.00. 
This would include transporta­ 
tion, maintenance and upkeep of 
buildings, 
teachers’ 
salaries, 
supplies and equipment. On the 
basis of 320 students, our district 
would received about $39,000 in 
state aid, this would then leave a 
balance of approximately $25,000 
to be raised locally. This would 
require a $.15 tax levy. 
A sound kindergarten program 
would help to prepare our liegin- 
ning school youngsters, would 
get their formal education started 
one year earlier and would enable 
them to start on a m ore-or-less 
even 
basis 
with 
children 
in 
schools where kindergartens are 
maintained. 
Our Board of Edu­ 
cation has discussed this prob­ 
lem but, has as yet taken no def­ 
inite step toward its establish­ 
ment. The only sound approach, 
in our opinion, will be to submit 
this issue to the patrons of the 
district at the next school elec­ 
tion to see whether or not we, 
the taxpayers, believe that the 
education of our kindergarten- 
age children is of sufficient im­ 
portance to spend an additional 
$.15 per $100 evaluation. 
We 
would imagine that such a vote 
would favor the education of these 
youngsters, 
especially 
as the 
major portion of the cost comes 
from the state and as state tax­ 
payers we will support kinder­ 
gartens in those schools which 
already 
are 
and will operate 
them. Unless we provide kinder­ 
gartens for our children, we are 
paying for something which thoy 
are not getting here. If we had to 
build a building for kindergarten, 
it would require an outlay much 
in excess of $.15 tax increase. 
However, we have asked the city 
to continue our lease on two 
buildings 
at 
Airport School. 


(uur lease on this property ex­ 
pires this year.) Two of these 
buildings 
have 
large, 
well- 
lighted classrooms and would 
be very adequate for a kinder­ 
garten until such time as the 
school district is in a financial 
situation as to provide other 
facilities. 


Most intelligent educators and 
educationally informed laymen 
have long recognized that schools 
should be centers of inquiry ra ­ 
ther than only stale purveyors of 
information. 
In essence, 
we 
should teach people to think for 
themselves, to develop inquiring 
minds, to be problem solvers 
rather than to attempt to fill 
them with dead, mostly uninter­ 
esting and usually unimportant 
facts. 
Yet, few schools fall in 
this category. 
It is not easy to 
maintain an atmosphere wherein 
students are encouraged to think 
for themselves and to ask ques­ 
tions. 
The questions are many 
times em barrassing ones and 
our society doesn’t seem to be 
able to accept this kind of ed­ 
ucation. Maybe sometime it will, 
then we can develop individuals 
who can adapt to and change their 
environment for the better. 


One of the current criticisms of 
college education is that many 
colleges and universities have 
lost their concern for the individ­ 
ual student. He is a victim, in 
many cases, of bigness. He be­ 
comes, it is charged, merely a 
hole in an IBM card. Each stu­ 
dent must conform to the rules 
with little or no exception. This 
charge may be true in some of 
our schools. 
We submit, however, that there 
are still colleges that are willing 
to make exceptions to the rule, 
who look at the student as a per­ 
son - - a person who needs and 
problems may differ from those 
of any other student. 
Colleges 
where the student still maintains 
an identify and where his prob­ 
lems will lie considered as such. 
We believe our own Southeast 
Missouri State College is one of 
these. We are aware of the con­ 
cern which the administration 
and faculty there, indicates for 
the student body generally and 
especially in Individual cases 
where a general rule does not 
apply and where exceptions are 
made on the basis of what is 
helpful and needful for the indi­ 
vidual

30-35 pounds. 
They have 35 acres planted in 
melons, and five acres to canta­ 
loupes.

for the last six months of 1967

In addition to the usual prob­ 
lems of forecasting the future of 
general 
business 
conditions, 
forecasting the outlook for the 
automotive industry in the sec­ 
ond half of 1967 is especially 
complicated because of uncer­ 
tainties 
associated with 
such 
special factors as labor negotia­ 
tions, expected higher car prices 
due to safety and emission con­ 
trol equipment, and the* effect uf 
changes in the international sit­ 
uation on the current economic 


and political situation. 
General 
economic prosperity 
has contributed to an increase in 
car sales from 5.9 million in 
1961 to 9.3 million in 1965 and 
a leveling off at 9.0 million last 
year. The 1967 models started 
off at what appeared to be a 9.0 
million annual rate in the fourth 
quarter of 1966 and then fell to 
a 
calculated 8.0 million rate in 
the first quarter of 1967. 
This 
sharp drop in sales between the 
fourth and first quarters was due 
in part to accelerated deliveries 
of fleet sales in the fourth quar­ 
ter of 1966 which altered the nor­ 


mal fourth to first quarter sea­ 
sonal pattern. Hence, the “ true” 
normal demand appears to have 
been at or near the 8.5 million 
rate since the t’eginnlng of the 
model years last Octot>er. This 
trend in demand was confirmed by 
April car1 sales which were at an 
8.5 million rate and sales in early 
May which continued at the 8.5 
million rate. 


Assuming no serious work stop­ 
page, sales in the second half of 
1967 should l>e buoyed by higher 
consumer incomes and an up­ 
ward trend in consumer confi­ 
dence but dampened somewhat by 
higher car prices resulting from 
government 
requirements 
for 
safety 
and 
emission 
control 
equipment on the 1968 models. 
We believe the economy will ad­ 
vance strongly in the second half. 
The money supply and time de­ 
posits have both increased rapid­ 
ly since January. This monetary 


expansion is expected to causo 
business and consumer spending 
to pick up in the third quarter. 
Government fiscal policy is also 
expansionary, as it looks as if 
the deficit will be greater than 
budgeted. 
These positive fac­ 
tors could be dampened if the 
Administration’s request for a 
6 per cent surcharge on person­ 
al and corporate income taxes is 
implemented before the end of the 
year. Manufacturers’ inventor­ 
ies are still somewhat 
high, 
which 
will have 
a 
continuing 
dampening effect on production 
and employment during the next 
couple of months, but the under­ 
lying expansive forces should lie- 
"Jn to l>e reflected in higher sales, 
production, and employment by 
the beginning of the third quarter. 
Demand for premium models 
and specialty cars has remained 
strong, confirming that consum­ 
ers have the money to buy cars. 
Also, the cost of credit 
has 


dropped, and there appears to be 
ample credit availability for new 
car purchases. 
Taking all of 
these factors into consideration, 
we expect car sales in the sec- 
Dnd half of the year to be at an 
3.6 or 8.7 million rate. 
Truck sales in the first quarter 
of calendar 1967 were at a 1.6 
million annual rate -- 10 per 
cent below the previous year. 
However, truck availability re­ 
mains at peak levels, and the 
rate 
of 
plant 
and equipment 
spending is expected to increase 
in the last half of the year. Our 
forecast is for truck sales to 
continue at about the same rate, 
resulting in total sales of 1.6 
million for calendar year 1967. 
In summary, we expect car 
sales in the last half of the year 
to exceed the current 8.5 million 
rate, possibly reaching the 9.0 
million rate by the end of the 
year.
